LojfDO.H, Atlg. '29. — Tho St. James Gu- 
zei;lo, which has heretofore been lukewarm 
on tlio subject, to-day joins the Evening 
JJowa and Post and other nowspiipers in a 
crusade againat the indUorimiuute adniis- 
aion of immigrants from thoae rogiona of 
Europe shown to bo tainted with the deadly 
cholera infetjlioti, and donianda that Jlr. 
Gladstone's ^liniatry lake action to avert 
nation,il disaster. "If wo continue," says 
tho St. Jamea Gazette, "to allow foreigners 
to qettle in oar midst, we will have frequent 
epidemics ttiat iviU tax all tho ri^ 
sources of sanitation, the energy of 
doctors, the weilth of charity and 
the moral courage of tho nation. Humburfj's 
mean policy of concealment has brought 
punialuneut on tho people of iraiiilurg 
themaelvea, and lias cauaed delay every- 
whcro in the adoption of the necessary pre- 
cautions " 

The iiveninj,' Xews and Post n\y: "AMmt 
wo liavo long iirophccic<l has come to pass, 
Several per.ioiia are alreaily ilcud from the 
Asiatic chcleru, on our shorcrt, and scorea 
more, direct from tho hotbeds of infection, 
are landing! while the Government ia idle." 

Tho cliiof ateamsliip lines at Hull have 
telegraphed to their ajjents on the continent 
to refuso all applications for passage from 
intending ini migrants. 

A death from cholera occurred to-day at 
lioltoii, Luiicaahiro, twelve miloa from Man- 
cheater. It ia not known whether or not 
the case was one nf Asiatic cliolcru. 

Ida Sanvan, a Kusaian I'olc, from Ham- 
burg, was aditiilted to the Loudon hospital 
to-day, dying with n diseate believed to be 
Asiatic cholera. Caroline Lane, an English 
gill of ten years, was also admitted to tho 
I^ondou hospital believed to bo sufleriug 
from Asiatic cliolcrn. 

liElil.i.N, AuK- 2'J- — Tlio Emperor has nob 
yet decided wliether or not it will be neces- 
sary to stop the autumn munanivrea ou ac- 
count of the clioleni. Petitions arrive at 
the palace daily praying for such ]ioatpoiic- 
mont. There is reaaou to fear that numer- 
ous tonrns are concealing the fact that 
cholera exists within their borders. It ia 
believed that the disease exists in Breslau, 
I'oaen, Cologne, Treves, Nuremberg and 
IVorshciro.' . Botii Prussia and Bavaria have 
prohibited the autama agrtoultural shows 
and aiinilar inestingB. -Frusaia has also for- 
bidden the usual festival on the anniveraary 
of tho victory of SedaQ,,. S.ept;. 1 and 2, so 
far OS the infeDttid-to^^'aw'ociDeoroed. 

HAMBimo, Aug. 27.— 'Boring the week, 
which ended thin noon, there have been 
'2,8.37 cases of cholera In this city, 1,087 of 
them have been fatal. The authorities ex- 
press tho opinion that a oliinax has been 
reached, and that a steady abatement of the 
disease nioy now ba expected. Their re:i:i- 
ona for this opinion are not given, and it ia 
thought they are merely trying to allay the 
feara of the penple. Tlio sanitary 
officials announco that tlio spreud 
of cholera in Ifaniburg ia directly 
traceable to the use of lOlhe water for diink- 
ing. Tho water is liltliy, tlicy aiy, and so 
impregnated with poisonous matter that it 
is a constant menace to tho city with epi- 
demica I'lie prcaeuee of Ivusaian einigruiits 
in the city ia jironounced to have been of 
but secondmy importance in tlie spreading 
of tho plague. Had tho liealtli of the peo- 
ple not already been undermined 
by impure driiiltiug water, it ia 
said, littio or no (laiiuigo would 
have attended the tranaporlalioii tlirough 

fected (iistriota. Kevertlielcsa the local 
government board luis nrdertd that dirty 
and ailing emigrauts aliall not be allowed to 
laud unless tbey give their rniinea, occupa- 
tion and address, so that they can be euaily 
followed und watched. The aaaurunces of 
tho municipal authorities that tho cholera 
has done its worst have not received much 
credence. Jlcn who have no business, 
or are at liberty to leave their busiueaa for 
a short time, contiuuo to leave the city. 
Although no geuer.il exodus is apparent, 
tho railways, to-day, have carried forty per 
cent, more pasBengers than the average. 
More of the fugitives go to the coast,although 
about ,")00 pissengors left, to-duy, for the 
interior. 

The epidemic has abated somewhat, to- 
day. The cascH reported to-day nuijd)er 172, 
the deaths 197. The Si ilator Straaae, 
having a population of good persona, has 
been found to be infected. 

Ni:w York, Aug. 27. — A oablpgram, to- 
day, from AntVTorp to Messrs. Peter Wright 
& Sons., agents of the Red Star lino, directs 
them to " deny all rnmoia of uholtra at 
Antwerp. Only a few isolated eascH of 
cholerine are known, and they are greatly 
exaggeiated." A cablegram to the agents 
of tho North (Jcrman LInyds ateaniahip 
line, in this city, states that it is officially 
denied by tho authorities, that n. single 
ca.ie of cholcni exists at Urcmer,. 

Washi.notok, Aug. '29. — The government 
olFiciala are fully nlivc to the added danger 
of introducing cholera into thia country 
from ICurope arising out of the fact that it 
lias appeared in Engluud on ita journey 
westward, and the neccseary reguiationa 
have beou aent to the government officials 
along tho Atlantic seaboard und along the 
border, and they will bo strictly enforced.

Lo.NDON, Aug. 28. — The crisis in the 
cotton trade is iacreaalsg in gravity. The 
loss is maintained in the operation of cer- 
tain plants nnd amounts to J to g a penny 
in the pound. The operativea refuso to 
accept a reduction in wages, and maintain 
that a reduced output is the proper remcdy- 
The influential cotton factory Times, com- 
menting on tho propoaal for short time with 
reduced wages, says it believes that if tho 
workers had been consulted at tbo outset, 
they might havo accepted it, but it> ia 
doubtful if they would now. A 
well-informed writer in the Manchester 
Guardian says that the chief difficulty is to 
be expected from tho parvenu sections of 
employers, originally workers themselves, 
whose ambition is crushing the union by 
exhausting their funds iu strikes. The 
Guardian deprecates such an effort and 
holds that experience teaches that employes 
and employers must co-operate in reaching 
a modus Vivendi sooner or later. It urges 
employers to secure the good will of tho 
workers at oucc, believing that tho em- 
ployes will bo willing to assist in minimiz- 
ing tho cost. If thia course had been pur- 
sued earlier, the eight-hour agitation, now 
such as absurbing problem, might have 
been averted.

— Tho Canadians, 
with a view of evading the 20 cent tolla to 
bo imposed, in nccordance with the terms 
of tho President's proclamation on and lat 
September next, on all Jlanitoha wheat 
shipped through St, Mary's canal, are pro- 
posing to cvude tho requirements of the 
prochimution by shipping in Canneliaii bot- 
toms from Duluth to Port Eluron to bc!

Trunk lino through Canada. 'Diis matter 
being brought to the attention of the treas- 
ury department. Assistant Secretary Spauld- 
ing, to-day, sent, the following special tele- 
gram to the solicitor of the Grand Trunk 
railway company :

for Eillin? Captain 
Mayciy 



Insults to Hebreire tlie Orlffia of tho 
Difficulty- De Hores' 
Eecord. 



Paris, Aug. 29. — The Marquis de Mores 

waa put on trial, to-day, on tho charge nf 
manslaughter in liaving hilled Capt. Mayer, 
of the Prench army, last June, by running 
him through tho right lung with a sword in 
u duel, fought owing to Mayer's resentment 
of de Mores' insult to the Hebrews. The 
Marquis de Mores is son of tho 'Duo do"V'al- 
lombrosa. He waj trained for tho French 
army at St. Cyr, but soon threw up his 
profession and went off to New 
York. There he married the daughter of 
a rich German banker, and set out for 
Dakota, Ho built a hotel, a villa and a 
oouplo of largo abattoirs, and proposed to 
supply tho Eastern markela with dressed 
beef. The achemo soon camo to grief. He 
ia said to have been shot at 18 times in n 
very few months, and, during all that time, 
he was robbed right und left, the cattle 
thieves stealing hia own steers and selling 
them to him over and over again, Although 
unlit to run a ranch, ho was a 
splendid shot, a tried sportsman and a glut- 
ton for adventure. His wife stuck by him 
during all these stormy Bcenca, but waa 
heartily glad when ho turned his back on 
Dakota and returned to Europe. In Paris 
tbo Marquia developed into a pronounced 
Socialist and ami Semitic, uml ho beoamo 
associated with .M. Drummont, of tho Libre 
Parole, who printed an article uttaclting tho 
oflicera in tho Prench army. Drummont 
waa challenged by one of them, Cap- 
tain Cremieux, Foa. Ia the dttOl 
that was fought Urumont WBS wound- 
ed in tha face. il. do Morea was one 
of Drummont's seconds. Capt. Mayer also 
took up tho charge made by Drummont, 
and the Marquis de Mores, who . cxpresaed 
full sympathy with Dummont's utter- 
ances, met Capt. Mayer in the field, with 
the fatal results stated. At tho hearing, 
to-day, the four aeconda present at tho duel 
were arraigned on a charge of complicity. 
Do Mores in a speech which lasted thirty 
minutes, related hia life in. America and 
Touijuin. When the Duo d' Orleans was 
Lord Diifferin's guest in India, tho Marquis 
de Mores waa one of his party, Ho has been 
a friend of tho Comte de Paris, in spito of 
hia anarchical nnd socialistic views. Per- 
.snnnlly he is a strikingly luindsnmo man, 
tall and dork, with u peculiar fancy for 
women. Hia friends say that he is cruel.

The yield will be im- 
mense ; but as there is no thresher iu the 
vicinity, the threshing, if done at all, will 
bd with the old fashioned fliil, 

It is reported that three Iclootohnien be- 
longing to tho upper Fraser Indians, have 
run|awny with some young bucks. Tho chief 
of tho tribe says that since Father Chirouse 
w»s arraigned before the courts for tho flog- 
ging]of an Indian girl for alleged immorality, 
and nnwB of hia imprisonment spread 
among the Indians, the klootchnien no 
longer reaijcct tho tribal laws and put at 
<lefiance the authority of their chiefs. 

At mass in St. Peter'a Roman Catholic

Oiielltlte told t;ho parishioners thatj they 
were uot allov/ed to send their children to 
tho p«tli« schools where Citiiolic schools 
exiited.

EXCITEMEMT AT NANAIMO. 

The Passengers of the Gntch and Comox 
Turned ])ack by Health OlUclal*. 

iThe people of Nanaimo have been having 
a' 'little smallpox fttici$to themselves of late. 
It jrould. seem ..thatri the..: health:::: ofiicer of 
Yanoourer has been" negleating to furnish 
biUs'of health for some of the vessels leav- 
ing ihat port, and Health .OfiSoervPraeger 
Tefttses to let anyone land .withont a bill of 
health. 

The result was that when tho steamer 
Catch attempted to land passengers in 
Nanainio ou her last trip (on Sunday) there 
was trouble. No bill of health was forth- 
coming and tho passengers were informed 
that if tlioy attempted to land it would be 
necessary lor them to do tho usual U days 
iu quarantine. Some talk was made among 
tlioao ou board which led tho otBciala to 
think that an attempt to land by force 
would bo made. Tho tiro bells were rang, 
tho brigiulo called out, and when tho cirort 
to laud was made it was in tho face of an 
alert nozzle luun who atood ready to throw 
cold water on tho schemo. 

Ono gentleman, Mr. Sh«.po«pcaro, who 
was among tho pasaongora, made a slump 
speech, in which tho riqhts of British^ sub- 
jects were detailed for tho information of 
those present. His elo^uonco proved of no 
avail, for whoa ho landed with a companion 
the two were taken in charge and led away 
to (jiuirautiiie. They made some show of 
resiatimoo, but were soon convinced that it 
would be more aeuaiblo to submit .is grace- 
fully as possible. The remainder of the 
piiaaengcrs went back to Tuncouvcr. 

An excuraiou party on board the steamer 
Couicx also lacking a bill of hcflth, were 
turned hack, hut lauded somo of the pas- 
seugcra at Cbeiiiaiuua, from which place they 
went in by sail to Nanaimo. Here tbey 
were aict by the health officers and warned 
of the penalty of geltin); off the train. They 
concluded to go ou to Wellington with the 
exception of onj man, who escaped from tho 
blind side of tho train aud has uot since 
been heard of. 

Tho affair caused considerable excitement 
iu Nanaima, and knots of citizens gathered 
about tho streets, all Sunday, diacuBsing 
the various phases of tho situation. The 
CoLOKiST Nanaimo correspondent thus re- 
ports the affair : 

Nan-aimo, Aug, 29.— (Special). — When 
the sa. Comox arrived from Vancouver, yes- 
terday at noon, with an e.Ncursion party, on 
iior way to Chemainus, having no bill of 
health, she was refused permission to land 
by tho Health ofiicer. Capt. Newoomb 
said there was no Health officer ab Yaneou- 
ver to issue a bill. The steamer then went 
to Chemainus and-returned here. At the 
same time the Outoh arrived from Vancou- 
ver, She was also refused permission to 
land. Considerable abuse was giveu by 
tho passengers and crew of the Cutch and 
Comox to the Health OflScer, Dr. Prueger. 
Capt. Coiitb, of Vancouver, who was a pas- 
senger, stepped ashore, followed by Mr, 
Lloyd. Ho was imnieiliately arrested and 
taken to the pcat-liouse, to be (juaraatined 
for fourteen days. Tlio Conioi loft imme- 
tliatoly for Vaucourer, anil tlic Cutch, Yfith 
her SuncUy'a passengers, left this morning 
for Vancouver, It ia expected she will 
bring a bill of heulth on her next trip. Two 
of tho paasengers on tho Comox landed at 
Chcmninua and passed through to Welling- 
ton, If they come to this oity they will he 
(uarau tilled.

"If this wero on Amerloau town, tho cor- 
poration would havo turned tho James Bay 
'Mud Fliits,' as you calL them, and James 
Bay briilge, into revenue producingproperty 
in u very uhort time; they would not allow 
this valuable placo to lie idle, aa you do." 

This !s a seatiment very often expressed, 
though perhaps not 'always in the same 
terms, by visitors from tho other side, 
especially if tho visitors bo of a 
mechanical turn of tnind, and can see 
things as they ought to be. It has puzzled 
the tourist and traveller to know why a city 
of Victoria's pretensions has allowed a valu- 
able piece of property like James Bay to be 
of no other use than in generating offensive 
smella; and that such an extensively used 
and important artery of travel to and from 
the city, should be accessible only by a 
bridge, that for primitiveness of structure 
and general shakiness, would disgrace a vil- 
lage council. Engineers, of undoubted 
authority, Imvc again and again condemned 
this uieans of ingress and egress to and from 
the. city, but the Council has either turned 
a deaf ear, or has trotted out tho old nag, 
known as "Impeouniosity." 

There is an opportunity ofTering now, 
though, of the Council killing two birds 
with one stone by, in the first place, saving 
tho money that is yearly thrown away on 
keeping this shaky allair in an alleged state 
of rtpair, oud having in its stoad a thor- 
oughfare that would bo piactically ever- 
lasting, and in the second placo by turning 
the adjoining property into a valuable tax- 
contributing section. 

More than a year ago, Mr. H. Iluloley 
Smith, a member of tho Inslitute of Civil 
Engineers, England, and a partner of that 
well-known firm of civil and mining engin- 
eers, Messrs. Keofor& Smith, conceived the 
idea of recloiming this property to the city 
on a basis that would be profitable and satis- 
factory, both to himself and his associatci, 
and to tho city. Ho then communicated 
his view, in a conversation, as to the state 
of James Bay Bridge, with tho representa- 
tive of tho Colonist, as to how the thing 
could be achieved, and gave tho estimated 
coat of carrying out his ideas. He asked 
the reporter not to write anything about it 
till he (Mr. Smith) had perfected his plans, 
and got tho whole thing in such a shape 
that he would bo in a position to lay it 
either before the Council, or tho capitalists 
be expected to interest in tho scheme. 

This has been done, and notwithstanding 
that a paragraph appeared in tho News tho 
other morning, stating that a certain gentle- 
man from New York had thought out tho 
schema, it is the fact, from the writer's own 
knowledge, that Mr. Smith has devoted an 
immense deal of time, kbinklDg and com- 
pleting the dotaili of this scheme ever since 
he has como to tho city. 

The result of hie labors is now to be seen 
in a set of completed plans, showing the 
scheme in its minutost particulars, and evi- 
dencing throughout many days and nights 
of hard study, coupled with tho practical 
knowledge that has been brought to bear on 
the project' from the extensive engineering 
practice that Mr. Smith has had. 

He was found, yesterday morning, coat 
off and shirt sleeves rolled up, busily en- 
gaged in connection with tho plans for the 
great reclamation scheme now being carried 
■ out in the Kootenay valley by his firm. 
The reporter told him he looked busy, and 
he turned round, took an extra pencil out 
of his mouth, and said he was, 

"You will remember, Mr. Smith," said 
the reporter, "more than a year ago wo had 
the first of many talks about your scheme 
for reaUiiniing James Bay and giving to tho 
city another Thames Embankment. 1 see 
that the other morning paper now publishes 
a few crude details about a proposed cause- 
way about to be constructed on the site of 
the present James Bay bridge, and, al- 
though tlie paragraph is very vagui, I 
thought i could poaaibiy detect a similarity 
to the scheme that you havo siiown to me 
several timea. I'm sorry to take you away 
from your work, but I want to l^now all 
about the matter tor publication now. Is 
the purograph correct V 

"Yes," replied Mr. Smith, "the para- 
graph is correct so far as tl\o character of 
the causeway, or rither viaduct, is con- 
cerned, but, as you have known all these 
months yourself, tho originator or designer 
and the gentleman named in the paragrapli 
are not one and tho same pcrsou. Tlio 
crude idea of utilizing llio space under- 
neath the existing bridge for storage pur- 
poses first occurred to Mr. J. MoB. Smith, 
of the I'rovincial Treasury Department. 
He mentioned his idea to nic, and I at once 
saw it was well worth working up. Accord- 
ingly I surveyed tho ground, and devoted 
some months in the oilice to tho matter. 
The result has been a perfectly detailed 
scheme, which is open to your inspection if 
you wish. Hero it is, my own child en- 
tirely." 

And as he said this, Mr, Smith pulled 
down a bundle of plans and laid them out 
on the table. 

" Do you know any other designs in ex- 
istence, poisossed by anyone else, having the 
same objects in view ? " 

"No ; I do not. My scheme has been be- 
fore some of our leading local men for more 
than a year past. None of them hinted at 
any similar project, and auoh men us Robt. 
Ward, Tliomas Earlc, tho late Mr. Finlay- 
son, Sir Joseph Trutcli, Aid. Hunter, Aid. 
Munn, Major Dupont and others, all, you 
will see, men who have the city's prosperity 
at heart, beoauao it is to their interest. 
When they saw my plans and the outlines 
of my scheme they would havo been very 
apt to havo told mc if they had tliouglit or 
heard of anything similar to this scheme. 
The idea seemed to be new to them, tho 
same as it was to you at the time, but they 
all saw at once what an immeuse benefit it 
would bo to the city in the event of tho 
completion of the works. Of course, there 
havo been numerous schemes proposed for 
the rcclamotion of the James Bay flats, but 
none of them had anything in common with 
this." 

Although it wag a severe trespass on his 
time, Mr. Smith, in response to a rc(iuest 
from tho reporter, showed tho latter the sot 
of plans, and assisted his iiii])iol'ebaionul 
mind with full exphinaiion on ev.'ry point. 

The general plan shows the location of tin: 
works, the present bridge, the James V>\y 
flats.and the liprbor. Toe idea is to give 
the city in lieu of the present shaky bridge 
a sul}Stant!alty built, permanent roadway 
the full width of Government street, and to 



dredge tho harbor up to tho present bridge 
to a depth enabling vessels drawing 12 feet 
of water to discharge cargo at a wharf to bo 
built alongside of, and parallel to, the 
structure. This plan also shows tho sound- 
ings around the present bridge, but ot a 
distance of 1,1^0 feet from there soundings 
of 20 feet and upwards can be obtained. 
The proposition here'suggesta , itself that a 
whar' cfuW he built out from the proposed 
structure and the harboi" «o dredged that 
the China steamers could come in nere and 
land their freight practically on Gfovern- 
ment street. The nature of the harbor bot- 
tom renders this work comparatively easy 
and inexpensive, afl there is practically no 
rook to blast out. In view of the building 
of the Canada Western, with Victoria as its 
terminus, this would be almost a necejsity. 

To the west of tho new bridge, on tho 
plan, is a portion colored red. This repre 
sents a concession to bo obtained from th 
Dominion Government, in consideration of 
tho vast harbor improvements to bo niaile, 

"For rendering facilities for landing 
cargo from a vessel drawing 20 feet of water 
in tho best part of the city, for quick tran- 
sit to tho consignee, seems worth a trifling 
concession of water-bed," said Mr. Smith, 

"Is the city to contribute nothing for this 
improvement?'' was askod. 

"Oh, certainly, I have not shown what 
T^ill bo asked from tho Council, in consider 
ation of the city's being furnished a contin 
uous thoroughfare of the moat permanent 
character across the bay, and for the increase 
of trade that must certainly follow in th 
wake of the harbor improvements, as well 
as from the increased taxation accruing 
from the adjoining property. The company 
which is now being formed for the purpose 
of floating and carrying out this 
scheme will deal with that part 
of tho matter. Speaking generally, 
however, I may say that hotoro capitalists 
can be induced to spend §300,000, which is 
my estimated cost of the works, the citj 
authorities will have to give them encourage 
men't — not in the shape of tho everlasting 
money bonus, however. That is a pretty 
well played-out policy of civic politics all 
over the continent at present. The city 
will probably be aiked to give what isprac 
tically useless just now. And in doing this 
even, the city will be making the remainder 
of the now useless property still more valu 
able. They will likely bo asked to give, in 
addition to the space underneath the vi- 
aduct, a narrow piece of land on the east of 
and parallel to it. As to drainage, wo can 
allow space for a largo culvert through the 
structure ; and as to navigation, that is a 
matter tho city authorities can settlo for us 
if they consent to the scheme." 

Tho design for the structure itself is a 
largo plan, which, when unrolled, covers 
nearly tho whole of a lOx t drawing table 
This plan has been drawn with the utmost 
regard for tho smallest detail, so that, so to 
speak, he who runs may read. Clsuorally 
the idea is this: Four walls of massive ma 
sonry will be built parallel to each other 
across James Bay, on tho site of the prosout 
bridge, resting on solid rock underlying the 
bay, and reaching in height to the level of 
recent bridge, or as much higher as will be 
permitted. Within these walla will be two 
tiers of chambers, with a fifteea-foot wagon 
road passing down the middle of both lloors, 
and extending from Government street to 
Birdcage walk. Rccesserf are provided, so 
that teams can turn round or pass each 
other. Tho lower vaults will be below 
high water mark, and will, therefore, lie 
suitable only for non-perishahle goods. 
The upper chambers, however, can 
be used for any purpose. Tho 
structure covers 75 feet in width 
of the Bay west of the west side of Govern 
ment street. This is the ground covered 
by the wharf and storerooms appertaining 
thereto. It is shown that tho wharf will ho 
of timber with copper sheathed piles, tho 
main walls of substantial masonry, thearc'i 
ways of brick and the girders of steel. Tho 
main roadway, or street above the vaults, 
will be concrete, covered with asphalt, and 
on both sides of the roadway will bo built 
handsome stores. Indeed, when the work 
is completed it will be difficult to recognise 
Government street, and there will be no 
complaint of the street cars passing over 
a shaky structure. The spectator will be 
able to stand at the north end of 
Government street, and looking towards 
James Bay, command a view of a continu- 
ous row of business buildings, those across 
James Bay bridge, or James i2ay viaduct or 
embankment, as it will then be known, be- 
ing especially handsome. There is a vast 
amount of masonry and steel to be used up 
in this undertal^ing, but it will last for CTcr 
and the day after. 

Mr. Smith's design is not only substantial 
and enduring, but ornamental and attract 
ive in many datailt, and thoroughly worthy 
of ViuLuria, 

Tho author has absolute faith in the sue 
cess of his project, and from tho oncoiirage- 
ment that he has received in financial 
circles, he has every reason to believe that 
a solid company capable of carrying out the 
wovk will be formed at an early date.

THE PREMIERSHIP. 

The state of the heallli of the Premier of 
tho Dominion mukes it prnbablo that he 
tnuat before very long retire from public 
life. A knowledge of this has caused those 
interested in tho public afifaira of tho Do- 
minion to ask who is to bo hia' successor. 
Some Grits who consider that they aro 
wonderfully smart, protend to think that 
the Hon. Mr. Hugc;art will auoceod Sir John 
Abbott. They do not believe a word that 
they say, bub they imagine that their silly 
prediction or false report will annoy the lead- 
ing men of the Conservative party, and per- 
haps create division among them and among 
tho rank and file. liut they will find that 
they have concocted their canard for noth- 
ing. It will not hurt tho Conservatives in 
.any way, neither will it help the Liberals, 
who, just novr, we are quite free to admit, 
are in a state of political destitution, and 
would gladly welcome a windfall of any 
kind from anywhere. 

If, unfortunately, Sir John Abbott will 
be forced to retire, the Conservatives will 
not have the slightest difBcalty in finding a 
man admitted by Canadians of all parties 
to be well fitted to fill the pOaition. 

It is quite evident that Sir John Thomp- 
son will Bucceed tho present Premier if ho 
wishes to take the position. Nooner]ue3- 
tioDB Sir John Thompson's intellectual abil- 
ity, and it is also known chat he possesses 
many of the qualities which a leader of the 
■Government of tho Dominion should possess. 
He is energetic and ia, at all times, 
master of hiitisolf. lie is always ready 
to work, and always fit for his work, 
whatever it may he. He ia kindly and 
ooartebua in his intercourse with his fellow- 
nismhers, and bo, at the same time, ia 
known to have a will of his own. As far as 
he is known, ho has fewer weaknesses than 
moat men, and moro strong points. Hia 
knowledge of public affairs is extensive, 
and he has had considerable experience in 
the work , of admiDlstration. It must be 
seen on refleqtion that there are very few 
men, indeed, so well fitted by education, by 
disposition, by ability and by experience, to 
be a leader of a Government, as Sir John 
Thompson. 

But it is said " Ho is a Roman Catholic, 
and Ontario will never allow a Roman 
Catholic to be the Premier of the Dominion." 
We do not believe that the people of On- 
tario aro so stupid and so bigottod as to 
object to a man who is, in uU other rospeots, 
well fimilified to fill tho position, on account 
of bis religion. Thisseoms to us aa unreason- 
able as if they should object to bins on accoun t 
of the color of hia hair or the length of his 
nose. When a man does his duty conscien- 
tiously and well, what difierence does it 
make to those who benefit by his services 
what religion hu profuuses ''. Tlio day has 
gone by when people generally object to em- 
ploy a man whom they know can do good 
work UU account of his creed. Tho day of 
religious tests is past, and why should such 
a test be virtually retained with respect 
to tho Premiership of tho Dominion ? 
Boman Catholics do not complain when 
& Protestant becomes Premier, and 
wo do not see why^ Protestants should 
object when a Catholic who is clearly the 
man best fitted to perform its dutiosi and 
on aoconut of political services best entitled 



to it, is named to fill the poaition. Wo are 
quite sure from the way in which Sir John 
Thompson haa performed his duties as Min- 
ister of Justice, tho most suspioious and the 
most exacting bigot in tho land oould not 
tell what religion ho professes. 

It is rumored that Sir John Thnmpson 
does not want to be Premier — that ho would 
much gather occupy a seat on the Bench of 
the Supreme Court. This moy or may not 
be true. Wo boliovc that if the Minister of 
Justice retired from politics at tho present 
orisia, the country and tho Conaorvativo 
party would sufifer a very serious loss. It 
would not be impossible to got a lawyer 
who wottld'knake as good'a Supremo Court 
Judi;e as Sir John Thompson, for tho 
Dominion has, happily, many eminent 
lawyers on tliu Bencli and at the liar, but 
tho statesman who would make so good a 
Premier aa he, is not insight, on this sido of 
the Atlantic, at any rate. The High Com- 
missioner is a statesman of groat ability and 
of wide and varied experience, but it is by 
no mcana sure that Sir Cbarlea Tupper 
would bo available if the Premiership were 
vacant. 



SOBEMINO RUSSIA. 

The attitude of Russia, in tho lOast, is 
still causing uneasiness. It is uot yet 
known what the Czir means by occupying 
positions in the Pamirs. That region, 

which tho Orientals call tho "roof of tho 
worl l," ia, as far as its rcaourcos aro con- 
cerned, not worth occupying. The ijondon 
Times saya : 

" It consists of a scries of bare and storm- 
s'.vcpt downs, situiited at from l.'I.UOO to 
11,001) ft'ct above tho sea-level, and deso- 
late, withunaliiioat Arctic desolatioi\. It 
produces notliinj,', and moro th;m one ot tlu; 
explorers who havo ventured to traveisc 
this iiihoapit.iblo land, bus narrowly csoiipcd 
death liy starvation. Wandering tribua of 
armed robbers aro its only inhabitants. To 
tho merchant and the trader it holds out no 
hope of profit," 

It can easily bo understood that, even if 
Russia did get possession of this unproduc- 
tive and irrcdeotniablo wilderness, it would 
bo a useless acijuisition. And tho land it- 
self is so barren that it ia not worth fight- 
ing for. Why, then, does Russia covet 
this desolate region, and why are England 
and China uneasy when they see that coun- 
try tr3'ing to got a foothold in it ? 

When it is known that the "roof of tho 
world" looks down upon tho territories of 
many powers and ia known to command 
routea leading to them — India, Afghanistan, 
China — it can be seen why Russia wants to 
get posseasion of it. If it should suit 
Russia's designs, aome day in tho future, to 
extend her Asiatic possessions southwards — 
and Russia ia known to bo ambitious — tho 
posdessiou of tho Pamir may greatly facili- 
tate tho conquests. The Timea aaya that 
"none of the routes across the Pamirs 
could ever be utilized by Russia under any 
conceivable circumstances for the purposo 
of attempting a serious attack upon our 
Indianj^Empiro," but Russia may bo of a 
difierent opinion. There have been Russian 
exploring parties in tho region during 
several seasons, and one of them penetrated 
India and was ordered out by a British 
officer. Who is to know what report tlio 
Russian explorer took homo with him. 
That it was not unfavorable to 
the occupation of tho Pamirs may bo in- 
ferred from the action which tho Russiana 
are now taking. They are occupying the 
Pamirs, which are of no earthly use to them, 
except for strategic purposes. Against 
whom aro tho conitemplated hoatilo opera- 
tions to bo directed ? Great ]3ritain cannot 
look on with itdilTerenco, whether tho oper- 
ationa arc directed either againat Afghania- 
tuD or against China. 3?he ocoupation of 
the Pamirs by Russia, is olcarly a warning 
to Great Britain to " look out." 



NOT ALARMED. 



Intelligent people in Groat Britain appear 
to regard tho approach of tho cholera with 
great equanimity. The general opinion 
among those best qualified to arrivo at a 
fairly correct conolusion, is that the sanitaiy 
state of the English cities is such that the 
cholera, if it does come, cannot do much 
harm. Sir ivichard '.^uain said to the repre- 
Eontatis'o of Dulziel's agency ; 

" As long as you can keep people from 
swallowing water which has been foecally 
contaminated with cholera germs there ia 
not much danger o[ a cholera epidemic. I 
remember distinctly that a former epidemic 
was traced to a water source called the 
Golden-.S(iuare pump, and another frightful 
epidemic was caused by tho Wandsvvortli- 
road water liaving l)ecn contaminated at 
the Chebsoa waterworks. Proper pre- 
cautions will always prevent infection. 
My belief ia tliat it will never got into Lon- 
don, aa it can always be ehecked. In tho 
case botli of typhoid fever and cliolera, tho 
ciuae ia generally water, contaminated by 
sewerage. Such Wiilor ia infectious iu tiio 
highest degree. So also is ice taken from 
cert.iin ponds which have been known to 
cause cholera. My advice is to boil ice be- 
fore using it." 

Sir Williuni McCormaok. who was inter- 
viewed by the same nows-gathercr, said : 

"With referonco to London, wo cannot 
be sure tliat it will not come, hut our im- 
proved sanitation is a great safeguard. Tho 
cholera mainly attacks poor people who are 
ill-fed and subject to hardships. To oppose 
the beginning of a cholera cpidomio, tho 
premonitory diarrhoea should be checked. 
That is the great secret of stopping the ad-

vanoe of tho cholera, together with tho ad- 
niinistrution of mineral acids in small doses. '> 
The Medical Officer of the County Coun- 
cil said : 

"Tho County Council havo no fear of a 
cholera epidemic in Loudon, and no anxiety 
prevails in the matter. Our machinery for 
dealing with cholera is precisely tho same 
as that for dealing with any other infectious 
disease. All cases of cholera would bo re- 
ported to the Medical Oliicer of the district, 
and steps would at onco be taken to ieolato 
the aide and disinfect their dwellings and 
clothing. . . . London ia now very well 
organized, and wo cun meet any emer- 
gen cy." ^ 

It ia not likely that these physicians, who 
all stand high in their profession, can bo 
mistaken, and it may bo safely taken for 
granted that they said what they believed 
to bo the truth. Sanitary science has al- 
ready arrived at that point in which those 
who study it carefully and intelligently can 
tell pretty much what will happen if, under 
given conditions, an epidendc of a disease 
such as cholera, typhoid, scarlet fovcr, etc., 
sboulil attack a city or town. They know 
what will perpe'tuate and aggravate the dis- 
ease, and what will make it mild and cause 
tho attack to be short in its duration. San- 
itarians can tell with tolerable certainty the 
effect whicli tho adoption of certain^ sani- 
tary precautions aucli, for instance, as drain- 
age, will have upon tlio death rate of a town 
or city. This may sound strange to some 
people; but it is nevertheless true, ond this 
ia why tho Loudon pliysioians can predict 
with a vory great degree of confidence, the 
elFect which the cholera will have On the 
population of London if it should, unhappily, 
vibit that city.

HARPER vs. CAMERON. 

"We Bee that a judgment recovered for a 
defect of pleadings, and not on tlta merits. 
Baiter vi^ooth, 2 0. S.'407, is no bar to 
Mother action, 

Anaon on Contracts, p. 322, is to the 
aaiae efifeot, - He giroa as tlie conolusioa 
derived" from a consiaeration of numerous 
AUthoxitiea which ho refers to on the sub- 
ject that^it is important to bear in mind 
tliat an adverse judgment — in order io dis 
cliatge the obligation hy estopping the 
plaintiff from reasaerbing hia claim, musb 
have proceeded upon the merits of his case, 

In Chestnutb v. Praaer, S Baxter 217, we 
find to the effect ; That, if the decision 
TVPB rendered upon a mere motion, or uoii 
appearance of the, plaintiff, the parties ara 
at liberty to raise thii main issuo u^uin in 
a.ny form they may choose. 

Lampcn v. Kedgowin, I. Mod. 207 (an 
old case), is an authority that a judgment 
to work an estoppel against another liti^a 
tion upon the aanio cause must have been 
on the merits. In that case where judg- 
ment was given against the plaintiff on the 
iniufliciency of hia declaration, tho defend- 
ant was not allowed to plead this judgment 
to a second action for the same cause, al- 
though tho entry of the record '(by some 
mistake or design) was nihil (Mpiat initead 
of " tat sine die. ' 

In giving judgment. Chief Justice Sir 
Prancis North, decided. Thero can be na 
question, but that if a man mistate his de 
claration, and the defendant demur, the 
plaintiff may set it right ia a second action. 
We must take notice of the defendant's 
■pleiL, /or upon the mailt r an that falls oiil to 
bi ijooii or otlierwi.1t, the second action n il/ 
he maintainable or not. The other Judges 
Atkins, Wyndham, and Ellis, as the old|uote 
has ik, agreed with him in oinnihuA. 

Lord Romilly's view of res judicata alio 
implied the necessity of an actual trial to 
eonstituta an estoppel by record. Jlcajmli- 
cata, by its very words, he has told lis, 
meant a viatter upon which the court had 
•zeroised its judicial mind, and, having 
coma^to tho «onclusion that one was right, 
»nd having pronounced a decision accord- 
ingly. 

This was the opinion' of the House of 
Lords, and is in accordance with tho 
weight of reasoning on the subject at the 
present day. 

Kottawasaga vs. Hamilton Railway Co., 
Oat., App. 16„ p. 52, Hagarty, C. J., Ont., 
in delivering judgment as to ren jmlicata, 
cited with approval Concha vs. Concha, 11 
App. Ca, " That case," he says, "gives 
a clear exposition of the law us to res judi- 
cata as applied to that cobe. " It is not, but 
if it vc.rc necessary for th» decision and 
judgment in a former suit to d^st.ermine the 
question now in controversy, tlun ^''^ '1°°' 
trine (of ru hidicata) WQifld Apply f). i"^""" 
wise, presumably uot. „ 

In De Mora vs. Conclia. '20 Ch., I>iv- 
it wa» held that tho decree of the Ff. 
Court waa not conolusiva in rem as to domi- 
cile, for it did not appear that the decree was 
neceisarily based on the finding of domicile. 

The judgment is only taken (says Lord 
EUenborough) for its proper purpose, Hobbs 
T. Hemming, 17 C. B. Ns. 791, sums up all 
tlie eo8(?8 as iu n-s judicata, and arrives at 
the same conolualoil. A jildgment is final 
only for its proper purpose and object. 

We now turn to the defence. 

The defence consisted of the assertion of 
■Ihe capacity of tho plaintiff, reliance on the 
laches of the plaintiff in the non-production 
of any allegation of hia insanity until a re- 
cent date, and the succession of transfers 
which had taken place in the property, and 
of judgments and other admissious which it 
■was alleged had passed into rem judicalum, 
and BO estopped the plaintiff from any fur- 
ther action in the matter. 

The only witness who spoke with any 
positiveness in asserting the capacity of tlie 
plaintiff was Mr. Cuyler Holland, who made 
a three weeks' trip with biiii up the- oouutry 
to inspect the ranches Harper was iutoreated 
in, on which this witness's firm had already 
lettt large aams ol .money, and proposed to 
invest still more heavily, an operation 
which necessarily contemplated, as a matter 
of business, tho not very distant acquisition 
of all his extensive estates and property 
into their own hands. 

This witness's frank and open manner In 
delivering his evidence, was a most refresh 
ing contrast to tho downcast, shufUing, and 
evasive conduct of tho defendant in the box, 
but it nevertheless failed to impress the 
jury in tho face of other testimony of an 
opposite character, and tlie knowledge that 
he had a very heavy interest at stake, in 
uncon-sciously giving so much weight to 
Harper's words. Ho was bound over ia 
heavy securities so to speak to consider him 
. thoroughly sane. They must liave seen 
and made allowances for tlie tirsto.^perionce 
of a young man full of energy and spirit, 
visiting so new and interesting a, land as 
the Upper Country— tinging everything 
with the roseate hues of hope, and with the 
ftutioipations of the complete inercnutile 
suooesa of his mission. 

However, with all this ho had collected 
carefully his facts and fieures beforehand. 
Ho was much mistaken, however, in his ap- 
preciation and application of them, particu- 
larly in placing confidence as a sign of sani- 
ty, in what, to disinterested persona, and 
among them the Jury, must have appeared 
a painful correspondence between his lirm 
and Harper. They must have looked upon 
these letters as tho emanation of a mind, 
honestly desirous, indeed, of paying every 
debt, yet with tho hope of doing so, a hope 
in which Mr, Holland could scarcely have 
shared, plunging madly, iato an ocean of 
obligation— overloaded with interest, sink- 
ing deeper and deeper at every step to- 
wards inevitable ruin; writing in -well con- 
nectad sentences with what one of hia medi- 
cal attendants called "nonsensical sense" — 
fair to tho outside, like the Dead Sen apple, 
yet manifestly proceeding from n mind 
utterly off its balance within — when sound 
mind and business judgment were abaolut«ly 
indispensahlo for oven a chance of mercantile 
salvation. 

This witness did not seem to seo any sign 
«f disordered mind in Ifarper's pitifully 
suing for one, two, three months more do- 
lay, side by side with tho cssuranco that ho 
should certainly get a million of dollars that 
fall out of HorsoUy miue— enough to pay off 
all hia enormous debts, and have so much 
money that ho would not know what to do 
with it. ,. 1 

However, his evidence ho did deliver, and 
■what he said and did, he said and did 
■with a manly direotneaa, that -won lor 



him a moak attentive hearing, though the 
jury by their verdict entirely dissented 
from hia conclusions. 

The laches of the plaintiEf, or of those 
whose duty it might hare been to act for 
him, in not sooner calling attention to tho 
disordered state of Harper's mind, is worthy 
of notice. 

It particularly attracted my attention, 
having dealt judicially with a detached por- 
tion ol tho case, which did not couple hia 
name with the idea of insanity. 

Warmaley, his nephew, and now his next 
friend, ignoraiit of his duty, until pointed 
out to him, did not otherwise explain it. 
But it is not to bo wondered at that a 
butcher, with all his time taken up with tho 
cares of earning hia daily bread, and per- 
haps remembering how he had been flouted, 
should have hesitated some time before em- 
barking in a long and expensive lawsuit 
with one whom ho may have considered sup- 
ported by a rich and powerful corporation. 

I, myself, confess I was much struck 
with the singjlarity ihat any man in hia 
senses could let §50,000 worth of notes for 
a mining purchase, with no apparent con- 
sideration moving, go by default without 
appearing, or making anyeGfort to delay the 
sacrifice of a valuable inheritance, or to get 
something for himself to live on out of the 
wreck, 

The fact was I had not seen him since the 
change, and this temporary impression was 
swallcTod up in tho usual succession of 
judicial duties which diverted attention into 
other channels. Had the man himself been 
before me in accord with tlie old custom of 
personal inspection in cases of insanity, 
having known him in his bright and active 
ditys, the contrast would have struck me at 
once, as it did so many witnesses (who had 
known him before) and immediately have 
suggested a mental disorBer &a tho cause. 
That, however, did not pregHmably occur, 
and was uot likely to occur to a new pro- 
fcisional man for tho first time entering on 
the case, and unacquainted with Harper's 
former life and self. 

The plaintitFa laches, therefore, in such a 
state would be the laches or iiiisupprehen- 
sion of other mcu, and would not legally 
affeet him or his rights. 

There were no such laches in any case as 
to create an estoppel by conduct, whether 
by negligence, waiver or election, irre- 
spective of the fact that Harper from hia 
unsoundness could not create such an 
estoppel. 

To mo, now better informed, it is not at 
all surprising that the Court also should not 
have paid more attention to his malady. 
The evidence given on tlie changes that 
have taken place in the plaintifTs mental 
condition, from the accident to the present 
day, have never before, I venture to think, 
been brought distinctly to tho notice, or, 
supported by suitable proofs, been submitted 
for the serious consideration of any one of 
tho Judges; if once they had, the case 
would never have gone further, and this, in 
my opinion, affords an ample explanation of 
tho delay. 

I do uot dwell on Harper's own applica- 
tion to be declared itoii compos upon his 
own personal affidavit of hia own insanity 
(when the evidence ofi^a lunatic of hia own 
aanity is inadmiasable, QreendaXe v. Dart 
SO, Beav. ) and the ° proceedings thereon, 
as that can only be treated as 
it waa epitomised by the - learn- 
ed Chief Justice, " Ita atrongth was its 
weakncBB." If it had any effect at all it 
woohl, I venture to think, point rather in 
the direction of the non-sanity of the appli- 
cant. 

As to the delays in tho course taken by 
his latest legal adrisera, they are easily 

understood. 

Had Harper gone, or rather been sent to 
fcheni, when the contract waa being framed, 
Oi eycn when tho writ waa served, as any 
sane lit?" would havo done, it JB not a vio- 
lent presumption, from !ha evidence, tl^at 
the present proceedings would have becu 
rendered unnecessary. 

It is quite conceivable that Harper, while | 
advancing his claims through his fovraer 
legal advisers, perhaps with tho uncon- 
sciom cunning of his malady, though against 
his own interests, concealed, as well as he 
could, his infirmity. 

Their first introduction to a serious con- 
sideration of the case (after trying to get 
time by assignment) would necessarily be 
after the conclusion of the contract, when 
the eKtornal signs of his weakness h'ld pos- 
sibly become not sufliciently apparent to 
compel tlicir notice, and they presumably 
ignorant of, or at all events inexperienced 
iu, Ilia jirevicius history — with no evidence 
at hand to guide them, may nevertheless 
(with su-rh a "bore" as he has been 
described) naturally have had occasional 
doubts as to his aauity without being able 
to aot upon them, from not possessing the 
key to it, which this trial makes very 
patent, until— possibly from some outburst 
of his own (for he aeeiiis, as usual, to have 
quarreled with them) or with or without 
some conimunicatioua from his medical men, 
who now give very positive evidence of the 
fact — these doubts at last culminated in the 
abortive application to the learned Chief 
Juatice, wliieli called forth tho pungent 
observation I have recorded. 

The evidence at the trial, coupled with 
these considerations fully accounts for the 
lapse of time, and the apparent incongrui- 
ties, which gave rise to the accusation of 
laches from the learned counsel for the de- 
fence. 

The foregoing explanation, it appears to 
me, fully harmonises also with tho more de 
cidcd conclusions of the jury, acting upon 
fuller knowledge of tho iinaouuduess of the 
plaintiff's mind, after hia accident of the 1st 
July and at and during the period of this 
contract and all ita necessary incidents, an 
unsoundness according to several respecta- 
ble witnesses — having tho best opportunity 
of knowing — which has continued up to tho 
present day. These considerations make it 
dillicult to resist the conclusion that al- 
though ever since his accident he has not 
been of sound mind, he haa had just enough 
gleams of sense to be able, though only for 
a time, to conceal the full extent of his ab- 
beration from hia former professional men. 
Had they been placed in tho box wo should 
probably have had interesting information 
on this point. 

Tho defendant's counsel referred to the 
affidavit sworn by Harper on his application 
in chambers to aet aside tho Judgment as a 
proof of his sanity, and an instance of his 
collected thought. But Harper (however 
imperfectly they wore framed), had to bring 
forth reasons for his application, and if tho 
party concerned in the preparation of it had 
been produced by defendant in court, he 
probably would have given a statement of 
his opinion of what Harper's sanity was. 

If defendant really brought it forward as 
an indication of sanity, that is a 
two-edged sword, as it would have 
proved moat completely the plaintifT case. 
The fraud, the weakness of mind, the de- 
fendant's knowledge of it — and tho total 
want ot consideration. But as I said ut tho 
trial, 1 do not lay much stress on that; for 
insanity could not be proved by affidavit — 
it is quite sulFiciont that the decision then, 
v,-hich v.'sn a matter of the judge's diacic 
tion, could not act aa an estoppel any more 
than any interlocutory order could have 
that effect. 

It is a very remarkable fact tliat the 
learned counsel for the defendant did not 
produce a single witneaa irom the' multitude 



of those men in tho Upper Country (who 
must have known a man conducting such 
extensive business as Harper well for years, 
both before and after ho received his injury) 
to contradict or question the evidence of the 
men who were examined for the plaintiff. 

He did not produce one man accquainted 
with Harper before he received tho wound, 
who was intimate with him before and in- 
timate with him after that terrible accident, 
to say he thought Harper waa sane. The 
only men he produced to speak to that were 
Cameron, who defrauded him, and Mr, 
Holland, with whose evidence 1 have 
already dealt. 

Defendant's only remaining evidence in 
support of hia theory of Harper's sanfty was 
a long list of documentary evidenoo consist- 
ing of Harper's correspondence with Mr. 
Holland and his firm, orders and affidavits. 

That class of evidence is always the least 
satisfactory kind of testimony to lay before 
a apeoial jury such as this one was. 

It must he remembered throughout in con- 
sidering the legal effect of these documents us 
evidence of sanity, the onus probandi was on 
the defendant. For instance, if in his letters 
Harper stated conclusions the reasonable- 
ness of which depended on the truth of cer- 
tain allegations of facts, those facts should 
have been proved. This was not done in a 
single instance. If an affidavit of his is 
quoted as a proof of connected thought, evi- 
dence should have been given of tho part ho 
took in ita preparation, or who supplied the 
ideas ; and for that purpose the peroou who 
actually framed it might have been pro- 
duced before the jury, which waa not done. 
There was no proof of its having been oven 
read over to him, which, in hia condition, 
would bare been espeoially appropriate. 

And then as to the shorthand writer's re- 
port as evidence. When a shorthand writer's 
report of hia evidence given in another trial 
(Harper v. Cameron) was produced, what 
Harper said two and a half years after- 
wards to show what he had said two and a 
half years before, that could uot ho expected 
to have much weight with the jury. 

A reporter ia too much occupied with hia 
duty. He has to report oil that ia said by 
counsel or witnesses, frequently amid much 
heat, repeating tho questions or answers, in 
different ways, to get at something definite. 
Ho is constantly compelled, in order to 
make u connected report, tc put down coun- 
sel's seusible question, which evokes, per- 
haps, only a nionyayllabic answer, aa wit- 
ness's own words (affirmatively or negatively, 
as may chance) is witness's answer, which, 
of course, then reads aensibln too. Ho has 
to wait until some clear result is reached — 
a moat difficult mental and mechanical 
operation. Aa he said himself, he is too 
much occupied to watch also the demeanour 
and manner of tho witness in delivering 
his testimony. So the demeanor ot Harper, 
on which everyone knows so much depends, 
aa a test of the value of a witness's evidence, 
especially with a jury, was entirely lost. 
Tho reporter could only remember clearly 
one thing : That Harper broke down and 
wept during his examination. Harper's let- 
ters from California, full of big expectations 
— uot one of which waa realized ; his ap- 
peals for time, which were actually pain- 
ful, when ho had u property which realized at 
a',salo $200,000 against $i;J2,000 of debt, 
if he had been the Thaddeus Harper of old, 
this would have been very differently han- 
dled by him — all told their tale with the 
jury, and instead of producing the effect 
which, in a most elocjucnt address, was 
sought to ho impressed on them by the 
counsel for the defence, ended in their 
unanimous verlict, Harper was of unsound 
mind. , 

I have not referred at length to any 
other evidence for the defence than that of 
the medical witnesses and Mr. Holland, 
and the general effect of Cameron's testi- 
mony, and the documentary evidence, be- 
cause the remainder chiefly consisted of 
technical proofs of matters of record. Cam- 
eron's evidence waa so weakened on crosa- 
oxa.T>ination, as to beof little or no value, 
except fia against himself; and that of 
Timon and Cow, two niiherS, was of too 
negative and vague a character to bo of use 
in considering fraud and insanity, which 
were tho chief items for decision. 

Tho insanity of tho plaintilf and the 
fraudulent and false representations of the 
defond.int, which induced the plaintiff to 
give his promissory note for §50,000, 
on the ISth November, 1S87, to the 
defendant —afterwards exchanged while in 
the same state for one note of $20,000 and 
one for §10,000 and four for $5,000 each, pay- 
able at twelve months date from l.Sth De- 
cember, 1SS7, to the order of the dofend.mt, 
having been duly proved as laid in the 
plaintiff's pleadings, and found by the Jury 
— the next ([uestion which presents itself 
for adjudication is whether the plaintiff is 
ealuppud fiuiii opciiiilg up the judgment in 
Cameron v. Harper by reason of ita having 
become /■(■- . /('(/I'l a^d, and therefore a bar to 
any future action. 

I think that tho law is sulficiently clear 
that a judgment obtained under the circum- 
stances of this ease works no estoppel. 

We heard during the argument that es- 
toppels had been described by several J udges 
as odious. 

That might have been so in early days, 
when under a atrict construction of tho 
Cominon Law Estoppels were at times an 
instrument of oppression, but under modern 
English law, as now administered, they are 
the reverse of odious — seeing that under the 
doctrine of estoppel it has been settled that 
a subject matter once tliorougaly heard and 
determined in all ita parts by a cnmpctcnt 
tribunal, according to law, cannot bo re- 
vived again, hut passes into run jadtcaliiin 
and becomes a perpetual bar. 

And as to estoppels, otherwise than by 
record, it ia but just that the right.') between 
two parties should be regulated on the baai.s 
that that is accurate which one pcr.'jOM ba.s 
induced tho other party to take aa the basis 
upon which he was to act. 

The law by a long aeries of decisions, very 
rarely interfered with by legislation, haa 
recognized the exiatence and value of estop- 
pels. 

" Unless," (says Lord Bramwell in Limin 
V. The Aeglo- American Telegraph Co., H 
B. D,, p, 202) " that were the case I do not 
know how the business of life could go on." 
But though estoppals are' useful and neces- 
sary in certain cases, and much of the old 
prejudice against them haa, on that ac- 
count, disappeared, still they are to be re- 
ceived with caution, and applied with care. 

Howell V. Tarte, 10/0. B. N. S., in tho 
same direction lays down the principle to 
the effect that, without adopting tho old 
maxim that estoppals are odious, it ia 
enough to say that the doctrine ia not to bo 
extended beyond what there ia authority 
for. 

In the present case we have to deal with 
the question of cstoppal hy record. 

The defendant hero sets up the judgment 
he obtained for the present defendant upon 
the same cause of action iu Cameron v. 
Harper, which has been unreversed as an 
estoppal, ind claims that that ia a perpetual 
bar. 

Now, a man can only bo estopped in any 
legal proceeding which has become matter 
of icouid, when the subject nuitlui haa been 
thoroughly and properly sifteil and tried 
between competent parties, without fraud 
or surprise, or other circumstance which 
prevents the decision from being a complete 
settlement of the matter in dispute, and of 
evetT-.point whioh belonged to that subject 



calling for judicial determination (Hender- 
son V, Henderson, .3 Hare, 115, and cases 
there cited).

Xoadingr Her Salmon Cargo -The Co- 
qaitlam not Yet Released— 
BusbmiUs to Dock. 



The ateamahip Mexico, which reached 
i'ort Townaond from Alaaka on Saturday 
night, not callinp; at Victoria, reports that 
•:ho whaling bark Lydia, wliich was seized 
iu Behring Sea l)y Captain Kvans of the 
Yorktowii, und sent to Sitka under seizure, 
has been released. The district attorney 
decided that there was not enough evidence 
to warrant a conviction, and ordered the 
vessel's release without u libel. The steamer 
Coqliitlam and cargo of sealskins, seized at 
port Etches, Juno 12, by the revenue cut- 
ter Corwin, had not been released at the 
tirao the Mexico sailed. E. C. Hughes, who 
went north to represent the steamer, ex- 
pected to receive the bonds from Victoria. 

Copies of the Sitka Herald, also brought 
by the Mexico, contained the following on 
the Wiunifred's case : "On the 11th inst. 
the U.S. fish commission steamer Albatross 
Arrived in Sitka harbor, having towed the 
British schooner Winnifred from Ounalaska. 
The Winnifred was seized by the U.S. 
rovcnuo cutter Rush on .f uly 20 for being in 
the prohibited waters of the Behring Sou 
and taken to Ounalaska. Upon the arrival 
there of Captain Coulson of the Bush ho re- 
ceired a communication from Captain 
Hooper of the Corwin informintj him that 
tho Winnifred was liable to forfeiture hn- 
fore she had reached tho Behring Sea for 
violating tho oustoms laws, in that sho re- 
ceived and discharged cargo at Touki bay, 
Afoi^ak island, without entry at tho cus- 
tom honae, she then being in the Alaska col- 
leotion disitidt. After consultation it wag 
decided to send the vessel to Sitka, first to 
be proceeded against for a violation of the 
.IJnited States oustoms laws. Should our 
court fail to find for the United States, thus 
condemning the vessel, she would be turned 
over to the British authorities to be tried 
under the modm vivmdi. 

" Captain G. M. 0. Hanson, known as 
the ' Flying Uutohman,' master of tho Win- 
nifred, is well known among the sealers. He 
gained for himself much notoriety when he 
raided the Pribyciif islands in the fall of 
JS90, having command of the CJerman 
schooner Adele. Last fall it is claimed he 
covered tho same ground in tho British 
schooner Borealis, and for this alleged raid 
lie has been held in S500 bonds to appear 
before Judge Truitt," 

"Tho U.S. steamship Albatross liasbeonin 
charge of her present master, Lieutenant 
Commander Turner, about fourteen years, 
during which time she has averaged 200 
days cacli year at sea.' Her complement is 
about seventy men, of which three or four 
are scientists representing the fish commis- 
sion. A board of survey held at Ounalaska 
concluded sho ought to be thoroughly re- 
paired, so sho was excused from further 
duty iu the Behring sea fleet this season 
and is on her way to tho Mare island navy- 
yard to be repaired.
